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HE laſt Review brought me tho- 

rough the Article of Proportion 

of Members between England and 
Scotland, in the Parliament which be of 
Brit ain after the Union 3 and | 
ſelf, that what is ſaid upon that 
be ſatisfaRory, at leaſt to ſuch Pe 
incline to be ſatisfied with Reaſon. 

The next Article in Courſe reſpeRts the 
ſo much talk'd of Heads of Equalities and 
Equivalents, and. this puts me back to 
ſpeak a iictle more to Taxes and Trade. 

I cannot but wonder at the Weakneſs of 
the OhjxRions rais d agaiaſt the Union up- 
on theſe Accounts, in which to me they 
ſeem to have ſo ill a Foundation, that either 
the People who raiſe them, do not under- 
ſtand them. or if they do, they are very 
forward Men to thiak, that others can be 


— — upon by Arguments ſo eaſily over - 
thrown. 

I ſhall name a few of theſe Scruples, for 
ObjeRicns 1 cannot call them, and ſpeak 


' briefly to them, 


1. They tell us, the Lands will ſink in 
Value, a M form'd in the Heads of 
ſome, that y have no Concern in the 
Lands, or do not underſtand them, and 
I'l only anſwer it by one Note. Sy 
the Lands were not to be improv'd in 
Value at a. he very Security of the 
Title of Land in Scotland, 4 — 
wanted in England, will immediately upon 
an Union raiſe the Values of Land, at leaſt 
two Years Purchaſe, and I pro e it by the 
Weft-ridings of rorkſbire, the only County 
in that has obtain'd a Regilter, 
face which, and in about eight hy 

ears, 
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Years, the Lands in that Diviſion are ad - 
vanc'd near five Years Purchaſe in the Va- 
lue, only for the Security of a Title. 

This is juſt like telling the Soldiers, they 
ſball be the worſe for the Union, and ſhall 
be all ſent to the Weft- mdies; whereas firſt 
they havean immediate — of Eng- 
lif Pay; and they that ſuppoſe them to 
ſent to our Meſt - Indies, mutt allow the Eng- 
liſh to have a great Confidence in the Scois, 
immediately to give them Poſſeſſion of their 
rich Colonies. 

And yet if I were to talk to the honeft 
Soldiery of Scotland, I could tel] them, the 
Union will help them toſuch a thing in Bri- 
tain, as they are unacquainted with in Scor- 
land, I mean Liberty; and this Liberty is 
ſuch, as even a Soldier cannot be lifted buc 
by his own Conſent, and evea when he is 
lifted, ſhall not be forced out of his Native 
Country without the ſame free Conſent— 
From whence I could enlarge upon the Bleſ- 
ſing of Liberty, and what Advantages Scor- 
Id ſhould reap by it, but 1 wave that here. 

Theſe things I take to be meer Suggeſti- 
ons, rais'd for other and ſecret Ends: I ſhall 
leaye them therefore, and proceed to others 
of more Moment. 


2. That in the Salt Tax, the Draw-back 
allowed, is not equivalent to the Duty paid, 
and therefore the Remainder will be a Tax 
upon, and conſequently a Diſcouragement 


to the Fiſhing Trade, by hindring the Ex- 
portation. 

To this I anſwer, Firft, the Intent and 
Meaning of the Att of Parl.ament in Eng- 
land, before this Union was brought upon 
the Stage, was and ftill is, that the full Du- 
ty of Foreign Salt ſhould be drawn back— 

at 1 am poſtive in. Secondly, the Method 
taken for doing it, ſo well anſwers the 
Mcaniog, that there have been Complaints 
in England, that the Merchants got Money 
by the Draw-back, and therein impos'd up- 
on the Government; And J am very lure, 
that in the Weſt of England, where out 
cheif Herring Fiſhing is, the Merchants own 
themſelves to be no Loſers by it. 

But to come to the Method, the Forreign 


Salt pays to the Crown 6 4. f d. per Buſbe!, pe 


84 lib. Weigh: to the Buſbel, now it being 
impoſſible to come to a Certaiaty, how much 


Salt was again exported in every reſpeQive 
Quantity, and Kind of Fiſh, ſo as to make 
the Draw-back exact upon the Mcaſure : 
It was agreed co aVow the Merchant ſuch a 
Draw-back upon the Quantity of Fiſh of ſe- 
veral Sorts,as by Computation amounted to 
the full Value of the laid on the Salt 
us'd in curiag the faid Fiſh. 

Now if this be an Equivalent here in 
2 — cis evident, and the Mer - 
chants no where complain, tbe Ob; 
would do well, * _ 


1. To ſhew that it is not an Equivalent 
in Scotland. 

2. To ſtate the particular Quantities of 
Salt vs'd in the reſpective Kinds, and placing 
the Lraw · back agaiaſt the Duty, ſhew their 
Country- men the exact Difference, and let 
the Nation ſee the Deficiency. 

But while none of this is ſeen, and only a 
preſumptive Objection offer d, That it is 
not a [ufficient Draw-back ; I think, tis 
worth no further Notice: However to ſpeak 
more particular to the Caſe, than I think it 
requires, I only bint a Queſtion for the 
Gentlemen to anſwer, if they think 6c. 

The Draw-back,as I remember, is 8 5.6 d. 
on every Barrel of Herring containing

With the ſame Succeſs they obÞkQ, that 
in England we Cure our Fiſh with our own 


Salt. 

By this they muſt mean the Rock Salt, 
or elſe it is not true in Fact; and if they 
mean the Rock, then tis againſt them, for 
Scotland will have the ſame cheaper, 
than any Town in Exgland, where they cute 
Fiſh, can have it. 

The Rock Salt is ſhipp'd at Leverpool and 
Cheſter, the ficſt and neareſt Town to it in 
England, where they cure any Fiſh, is Bid- 
diford ; hete they muſt fetch their Coals 
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from Wales by Sea, and pay 5 , Chaider 
Duty on them to boil this Salt with 2 
Fowy tis ſtill worſe, at Falmoutb, Penſace 

and all the Towns about the Lands End. 
ftilt worſe 3 whereas Scorlend ſhall Carry the 
Rock Salt in 3 Days Sail from I to 
the C hu, then boil it with their own Coal
